A few years ago QST ran a contest to 
locate the worst- mess ham shack. They 
came up with photographs of disaster areas 
that would give a rat the willies. I have 
recently helped the families of several si- 
lent keys sort through horrendous collec- 
tions of gear, some of it 50 year-old WW2 
surplus tons of chassis, transformers, steel 
cases, and boxes of parts. We found such 
items in the basement, attic, garage, shed, 
and under everything else in the shack. 

Many of us have “stuff’ we have kept 
for various reasons. But there comes a time. 
In one-ham families, the survivors often 
don’t know where to start. What is it? Is it 
dangerous? Is it valuable? Sometimes things 
gather dust for years because nobody knows 
what to do with them. I found a 1939 Halli- 
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Don’t leave your family in the dark. 
It’s not fair, and it risks your prized rig 
being declared worthless and spirited away 
by a volunteer “helper.” What to do? Make 
a list of your valuable things, and show your 
family where you keep it. And add the name 
and address of a ham friend you trust to 
help. 

It’s especially burdensome when a si- 
lent key hasn’t left a valid will. That makes 
it difficult for the family to dispose of items 
until the Probate Court decides their value 
and ownership, which adds delay. 

A few years ago we had to plead safety 
hazard to remove a 120-foot tower. The lot 
was conveyed by joint ownership, but the 
tower was not, and the willing buyer wanted 
the tower removed as a condition of sale. 
You can eliminate future burdens on your 
survivors by making a list, and preparing a

In 
short, you said, hey, you did it before, now 
will you do it again? Reading the recent 
issues of the @fu2b has shown me the stabil- 
ity Phil-Mont has maintained on one hand, 
and the progress you have made by change 
on the other. So here goes editor #5. 
There are so many activities that are 
still part of Phil-Mont, and that I had the 
opportunity to be a part of, even in a minute 
way. The Scout Paddlerama was paced by 
PMRC since about ’65 or ’66. Sorta’ sad 
that you lost support to do so in ’89. Fine 
business on the cycle race. It must have 
been well planned and supported. Then 
there is the Annual Banquet for great fel- 
lowship and Awards. Oh yes. Awards; what 
ever happened to the “Lady Phil-Mont’ 
award? And then there is the film “Every 
Single Minute,” a first by Phil-Mont. ’Hope 
I can manage a video copy. Making a video 
copy of Every Single Minute sure ties the 
past with the progressive present. To have 
a home at The Franklin Institute has been a 
great step for Phil-Mont and TFI; a mar-

Congrat- 
ulations Woody, W3PST, for an outstand- 
ing job. To you Jack, W3IIM, best wishes.

On the other side of my grandfather is 
my uncle Aldo Concordia in the Navy uni- 
form, who was in the thick of naval fighting 
at sea. After the war he became a successful 
excavation contractor. He had three sons and 
one daughter, but none of his sons participat- 
ed in the military. Next to my uncle Aldo, on 
the far right, is my uncle Mike Concordia, 
the Marine better known as Mickey and 
whose boxing name was Boo-Boo. “He was 
the oldest of the brothers. He was a former 
boxer and heavy equipment operator before 
the war, and during the war he was deeply 
involved in the fighting against the Japanese 
in the Philippines and also decorated. After 
the war, he and my Uncle Aldo formed a 
partnership in the construction business. He 
had three daughters and one son, Mike Jr. 
[PMRC member WB3KAC], who was a cor- 
poral in the Marines. 

All of the Concordias were honorable, 
patriotic and good people who were fortu- 
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nate enough to survive the war. They came 
home to celebrate those long-awaited, un- 
forgettable, ecstatic, euphoric “Welcome 
Home” block parties, where we all danced 
in the streets and ate the best Italian food 
imaginable. They celebrated the victory of 
both wars so we could all lust for life and 
carry on the tremendous values upon which 
my grandfather, father and my uncles in- 
doctrinated us. My only hope is that future 
generations will be able to carry on the 
hard-earned values that made this country 
the great country it has always been. 
None of the Concordia brothers are 
living today, but may their spirit and multi- 
talented personalities live within us all. The 
patriotism of the Concordia family is a 
microcosm representative of many families 
in America, who so gallantly risked their 
lives and died for this country. I thank you 
for all that you’ve given us, and may God 
bless you all.

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A Family of Veterans

I would like to pay tribute to the honor- 
able veterans and senior family members of 
the Concordia family. Four of the sons in 
the family of five sons, and four daughters, 
served in World War II. The fifth brother, 
my Uncle Gene, did not serve because of 
being a polio victim in his childhood, but he 
raised a son Louis, who became a naval 
officer in the 60s. 

The spirit and strength of the Concor- 
dia family emanated from my grandfather, 
Louis Concordia, who is in the center of the 
picture in his Italian World War I uniform. 
Throughout his life he was a landscape 
contractor, and a powerful force within the 
family who commanded a lot of respect 
from the example he set. He demanded 
nothing short of top quality performance 
from his nine children and one adopted son. 
The adopted son, Victor Cerasi, a former 
technical sergeant and gunner in the Air 
Force during World War II, was shot down 
by the Germans and became a prisoner of 
war. He was the photographer who put the 
family picture together. 

In the picture, at left, is my father, 
Anthony Enzo Concordia, a 1941 graduate 


of languages and humanities from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. He excelled in 
languages, art, athletics and theater. During 
the war he served in that most prestigious 
outfit, the Office of Strategic Services (OSS), 
the forerunner of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. After the war he established a 
career in immigration with the government. 
Out of his four children, two girls and two 
boys, my younger brother Mike and I were 
both Marines. 

Next to my father in the picture is my 
uncle Vincent Concordia, my father’s iden- 
tical twin brother, who was also a language 
and humanities major, graduating from 
Temple University, and excelling in the 
same fields as had my father. During the 
war he also served in the OSS. After the war 
he worked with Cooke Travel in public 
relations, and later became vice president 
of Swiss Airlines. He had two sons. The 
oldest was Vincent Jr., a decorated corporal 
in Vietnam with two Purple Hearts and the 
Cross of Gallantry, who later became a 
police officer. His youngest son Albert was 
also a language major in college, a former 
policeman, and now a Secret Service agent 
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The International Voice of The Franklin Institute Science Museum

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To the right is a battleship representing 
the New Jersey BB62 and the Wisconsin 
BB64. Along side is a submarine represent- 
ing the many classes of submarines built 
and overhauled on the shipyard’s marine 
railway (now removed). 

To the left is a sailing ship, the 44 gun 
frigate The United States, the first ship built 
for the US Navy, launched July 10 1797, at 
the Federal Street Navy Yard 

Standing near that ship, behind the 
Marine emblem, is the marine of 1795, the 
first marine detachment assigned to a navy 
yard. Behind the marine is a sketch of the 
new and classified computer controlled pro- 
peller profiler, the only one of its type. 

At the lower center is the design engi- 
neer and planner estimator who helped cre- 
ate that shipyard history. At the bottom, the 
aircraft carrier symbolizes the many carri- 
ers completed in the life extension program 
for these ships. 

There are many other shipyard firsts 
not shown on this cachet. For example, this 
shipyard and base is the largest in land area 
of all US shipyards—more that 1,000 acres. 

The navy’s first transport ship, USS 
Henderson was built at the present navy 
yard in 1917. The first dispensary (200 bed) 
and emergency barracks (7,500 men) were 
built here. 

More than 4,000 aircraft were built at 
the yard’s aircraft factory. Today’s aircraft 
seat ejection system was perfected here. 
Today’s space and high altitude suits were 
developed at the aircraft factory under the 
Mercury-7 space program. John Glenn was 
the first to be fitted out. The rocket engine 
for the X-15 rocket plane was perfected 
here also. 
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The shipyard was the first to produce 
noise-free bearings for shipboard use. The 
first aircraft catapult systems were designed 
and built here, and supplied to other ship- 
yards with carriers under construction. 

The first GCA (Ground Control Ap- 
proach) system was developed here for 
aircraft guidance at 35 to 100 miles dis- 
tance. 

The then highly classified X map (un- 
manned mine clearing system) was built at 
the shipyard. The first submarine plastic/ 
fiberglass fair water and conning tower was 
designed and installed at the shipyard. Dur- 
ing this time the first submarine stretch 
(adding 30 ft. of structure to the center area 
of the submarine) which was 30 ft. of new 
construction. 

The first all-welded aluminum PT boats 
were designed and built at the shipyard. The 
first use of gas turbine engines for PT boats, 
and later larger ships, were also developed 
here. 

The first lightweight heat reflecting 
fire fighting suits were made at the shipyard 
fire fighting school 

The first fiberglass/plastic super struc- 
ture and masts were designed and built by 
the plastics shop. Most of them were later 
installed on test ships at the Bikini Atoll 
atomic test site. 

The shipyard was also the site for mi- 
nor nuclear testing. 

According to naval records, no major 
combat ship built at the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard, was ever lost to enemy action. 

The list of shipyard firsts goes on and 
on, but I think this willdo. 

Why did ‘they’ close the navy yard? 
That is another story for some other time. 8

On Internet or packet radio you can send 
a message to the server, which will then copy your message to all of the folks on the list 
who should receive mail. In the case of Phil-Mont, we can send messages of interest to the 
rest of the Phil-monsters. The list of hams for Phil-Mont comes from the PMRC Electronic 
Directory, kept by Don, WB3KOJ. So, to get onto the electronic mailing list, be sure to 
give your address to him. It would also be a good idea to verify that your address is up- 
to-date with Don. 

To use the server, and to send items of interest to the group from any packet BBS, you 
would follow the steps below: 


1. Sign on to a packet bbs 

2. <type>SP PMRC@AA3CH.#SEPA.PA.USA.NOAM <ENTER> 
3. <type>THE TITLE OF YOUR MSG <ENTER> 

4. Then <type> your message and end with <CTRL z> or /ex

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FCC CREATES NEW LOW- 
POWER RADIO SERVICE 


The FCC has created a new Low Power 
Radio Service (LPRS) in the 216-217 MHz 
band. The Part-95 service will be autho- 
rized on a secondary, noninterference basis 
for short-range communication to include 
auditory assistance devices for persons with 
disabilities; health-care assistance devices; 
law-enforcement tracking systems; and 
point-to-point network control communi- 
cations for Automated Maritime Telecom- 
munication Systems (AMTS). 


LPRS transmitters will not require individ- 
ual licenses. Transmitters must be type- 
accepted. Maximum ERP is 100 mW. Band- 
widths may range from 5 kHz to 50 kHz, 
although the rules permit AMTS wideband 
emissions up to 250 kHz in the upper por- 
tion of the band. 


SPEEDY FCC? 


Remember the days when you took your 
test, then waited weeks for the FCC to 
process your application and mail your 
ticket? The FCC says long waits now are a 
thing of the past. Processing times in the 
Amateur Radio service have dropped “from 
75 days to overnight” as part of the FCC’s 
effort over the past several months to im- 
prove Commission processes. The FCC’s 
recently announced electronic filing initia- 
tive is part of that effort. 


The FCC has opened its new toll-free na- 
tional call center in Gettysburg. The num-
